On 28th April 1998, British Gas will 
cease to have a monopoly in Oxfordshire 
for the supply of gas to domestic users. 
Consumers will be able to choose from 
a number of licensed suppliers and 
these businesses will be marketing 
their services over the coming 
months. 


David Sibbert, County Trading Standards Officer said: 
"Direct sales people can be very persuasive. 
Consumers should be aware of any high pressure 
sales techniques, make sure they fully understand all 
the terms of a contract and if they are unsure, don’t 
sign it!”

This is a mature album by M People. 
I must say though that it does not 
quite stand up to their benchmark 
album Elegant Slumming’; an album 
of which all ten tracks could have 
gone top ten in the UK.

There are some tracks 
that stand out, notably ‘Fantasy 
Island’ - a stompingly good track and 
also ‘Angel Street’ which has touches 
of ‘slumming’ about it.

cup of tea you will probably get along 
well with Fresco. It’s just that the 
effervescent and almost adolescent 
sound on ‘slumming’ is missing and 
Fresco is just the worse for it.

The Zodiac - 4th Feb 1998 


As two of the most promising bands in Britain were on show tonight, 
this was always going to be one to remember. Strange Scottish 
rockers, Dawn of the Replicants, charge frantically through a great 
forty minute set, full of odd noises and gorgeous melodies. Singer Paul 
Vickers looks set to be the coolest pop-star on the planet, dressed in a 
shiny coat and accompanied by some bizarre gadgets. There is a vast 
range of influences: ‘Cocaine on the Catwalk’ sounds like AC/DC 
played by Stereolab and ‘Candle fire’ is like Joy Division mugged by 
Whipping Boy and Yo La Tengo. There lies the problem. D.O.T-R. can’t 
be pigeon-holed like most bands which unfortunately could be their 
undoing - which would be a shame.

If there is any justice then both of 
these bands will be huge this time next year - but then again...

TRAX to open at Blackbird 
Leys in May 


TRAX, the Oxfordshire Motor Project designed to prevent young 
people from becoming involved in car crime, is to open a centre on 
Blackbird Leys. 

The centre will only cater for Blackbird Leys and Temple Cowley residents 
and work is now under way to make sure that it will be operating from the 
beginning of May. Employment Minister and Oxford East MP, Andrew 
Smith will officially open it, at 12 noon on 22nd May. 


TRAX, which already has a centre on the Osney Mead Indusirial Estate, is 
spending £40,000 to transform the former roadsweeping depot behind the 
shops in Blackbird Leys Road. Bikes and buggies will be brought in to give 
teenagers the chance to learn about motor mechanics and “channel their 
enthusiasm in a positive way” 


TRAX project manager Andy Fellows said: “We have been working towards 
this for a long time. 


Motor vehicles are of considerable interest to young people but, if 
misdirected, can lead them into trouble. Now we can use that interest to 
direct more young people towards college and an education”. 


At Blackbird Leys staff will work closely with the Blackbird Leys Youth 
Centre to encourage young people to attend sessions four nights a week 
and the first course is expected to have an intake of 32.

Before the new centre opens TRAX staff will: be paying several visits to the 
youth club to find out what most interests young people in the area. 


Molly Florey, Chair of Blackbird Leys Parish Council, has already 
welcomed the opening of the new centre and said: “I wish them the best of 
luck”. 


TRAX was set up at the Isis Business Park six years ago. In 1995, the then 
Prime Minister, John Major, opened TRAX’s new centre in Osney Mead and 
praised it for being one of the leading anti-crime projects in Britain. 


Young people referred to the TRAX project by the Courts will attend the 
Osney Mead site.

The redevelopment of the site will commence 
during 1998/99. This will include 12 self 
built flats by young local people and 57 new 
dwellings for rent constructed.

Every year the Government 
invites bids and the schemes 
to be supported are selected 
by Government Ministers.
